Terrible Holocaust. 

A^ter day of unremitting rescue 
work, the bodies of 167 people had 
been removed at dark Tuesday night 
from the ruins of the Rhoades opera 
house in Boyertown, Pa. It is not 
believed there are many other bodies 
in the ruins, and it is probable the 
death list will not go higher than 170. 
The work of rescue was seriously 
hampered by the bitter cold weather. 
It is probable that not more than 10 
per cent, of the victims will be identi- 
fied.- The property loss by reason of 
the fire will not exceed $75,000. 



fiae Work of Two Paris Younq ilen. 

The followiig is from the Lexington 
I Leader of Tuesday : 
i "Flank Daugherty, a graduate of the 
, State College, now a prominent engi- 
; neer of Philadelphia, delivered a lec- 
ture to 'the senior class in Mechanical 
I Engineering at State College Monday. 

I "The last piece of work done by Mr. 
Daugheniy was the construction or 
electrifying of a road between Phila- 
delphia and Atlantic City. This had 
formerly been an ordinary railroad, but 
under the direction of Mr. Daugherty, 
it was changed into an electric road. 
The designing for the principal power 
plant as well as all the sub-stations and 
minor affairs, were under the supervis- 
ion of Mr. Daugherty. The. road is 
constructed of three rails and is the 
best equipped and largest electric rail- 
road in the United States. Already 
the traffic has become enormous. It is 
said that each year a number of pas- 
sengers equal to twice the population 
of the city of Philadelphia are carried 
over the new electric line. 

"Mr. Daugherty is now designing a 
power plant ^that will be at once the 
most unique and the largest affair of 
its kind in the world. The plant is to 
cost $1,500,000. The plant is to be lo- 
cated in the heart of the Pennsylvania 
coil field. The design is to utilize the 
waste products of the coal in the pro- 
duction of electric power. This will 
be transmitted over the surrounding 
country for an area of a hundred miles 
radius. The entire supervision is in 
the hands of Mr. Daugherty. 

"Mr. Daugherty graduated in 1901. 
His home was formerly Paris. He 
made a good record while in the Engi- 
neering[Department of the College. On 
leaving, he went to Philadelphia. He 
has been in Pennsylvania the greater 
part of the time sin.:e Raving college. 
He is now one of the foremost engi- 
neers in America. • j 

"His younger brother, J. T. Daugh-j 
erty, left the State Oillege only a lit- I 
tie -ovelp a year ago. " He would have | 
graduated within a few weeks, but left | 
to take a position at ^i^tiell University. | 
He is now assistant professor in the 
Agricultural Department of that great 
Uipversity '^i^'is.v working for a doc-

Mail Subscribers Must Pay in 
Advance. 

The United States Postoffice Depart- 
ment has issued an order. No. 907, 
dated December 4, 1907, amending the 
postal regulations, which will here- 
after compel newspapers to enforce 
business principles in their circulation 
department and probably reduce the 
press-room waste that has cue some 
figure in the recent 5(i per cent. u|i- 
vance in the price of white paper. 

ihe new order is intended to reduce 
the volume of second-class mail matter 
made up of newspapers and magazines, 
which the government now carries at 
one cent a pound, entailing a big an- 
nual loss to the postoffice department. 

It practically limits the use of the 
mails at these cheap postage rates to 
papers sent to bona-fide subscribers, 
paid in advance, and publishers wiil 
be fined four cents for every pound of 
mail sent out in violation of the regu- 
lations. 

In order that the new rule may Aot be 
harsh in it.s application, the postoffice 
department has provided that a rea.son- 
able time shall be allowed to publishers 
to secure renewals of sub.scriptions be- 
fore cutting off subscribers whose time 
has expired or who are in arrears. This 
time allowed is fixed at months 3 for 
daily papers, for 9 months for semi- 
weekly papers, and four months for 
monthy magazines. 

Under the operation of this rule pub- 
lishers^ will find an amount equal to the 
transc,ent ixistage rates, four cents a 
pound, for every daily newspaper sent 
to a subscribers over three months in 
arrears and for every semi-weekly 
newsjiaper ^ent to a subscriber nine 
months in arrears. 

Publishers generally will, we believe, 
be gla<l that this regulation has been 
made by the Postoffice Department, as 
it will effectually settle the question 
whether mail subscribers should be 
cut off at the expiration of their sub- 
scriptions. In the past it often hap- 
pened that subscribers who were ear- 
ned over the time for which they had 
paid complained l^eause they were not 
discon tinu6(i, while others who were 
promptly cut off at expiration took of- 



fense and felt that tTiis was an imputa- 
tion on their hone?ty or ability to pay. ' 

The new regulation establishes for 
the future a business-like custom that 
it is fair to publishers and subscribers, 
and relieves the matter of ail embar- 
' rassment to either side. 

There is no doubt that the old cus- 
tom was abused by publishers and sub- 
scribers, by the former in sending 
papers and bills to people who wished 
to discontinue and by the latter in ac- 
cepting and reading papers and then 
refusing to pay for the'’ground that 
the subscription had expired. 

In compliance with the new law 
we will at once send out bills and 
renewal notices to all mail subscribers 
who may be in arrears, and hopes to 
have prompt responses in order that 
there may he no violation on our part. 

In the past we have never used 
these columns to urge payment of sub- 
scriptions or arrearages, leaving such 
business details to the circulation de- 
partment, but we believe the new pos- 
tal regulations, requiring that all sub- 
,scribers be cut off if nine months in 
arrears, on penalty of forfeiture of 
second-class postage privileges, justi- 
fies this explanation, which will be 
run in several issues in order that all 
onr mail subscribers may understand 
the new order of things.

The Bourbon Beard of Control on 
Tuesday heard that Mr. Franx Lair, 
of near Shawhan, who had pooled six 
acres of tobaco with the Equity 
Society, was hauling his crop to Jje.x- 
ington to sell.

Will Vacate in 1909. 

As far as he can. Secretary Taft 
has committed the American Govern- 
ment to a promise to withdraw com- 
pletely from Cuba in the beginning of 
spring in 1909. This pledge is contain- 
ed in a letter from the War Secretary 
to the* President, transmitting the re- 
port of Gov. Magoon for the last year. 

Alter declaring that the report from 
the Governor shows the conditions in 
3uba to be encouraging. Secretary 
Taft sa>s : 

"It was hoped by some that the cen- 
sus might be completed in September 
last. I did not think so, and 1 am not 
at all surprised to learn that the cen- 
sus has not yet been completed and 
probably will not be until April or 
May. 

“This will postpone the local elec- 
tions until June, the presidential elec- 
tion until December and the installa- 
tion of the President and Congress and 
the turning over ot the island until 
about March or April, 1909. 

“This is in compliance with our 
promise when we assumed temporary 
control of Cuba. an<l it seems to me 
that we ought to allow nothing to in- 
terfere with carrying out that promise. 
There are important interests that 
would be glad to delay our stay there 
for years, bur. good faith and good 
policy both, in my judgement, require 
us to leave at the time apfwinted.” 

The report of Gov. Magoon consti- 
tutes an exhaustive history of the 
American intervention in Cuba and of 
the passage of the island under Ameri- 
can control.

—Mr. G. W. Judy attended the 
election of officers for the coming year 
of the Kentucky Mining and Develop- 
ment Comnany at Covington Tuesday. 
The meeting was an ethusiastic one, 
and work will be prosecuted vigorously 
as soon as spring opens at the Cald- 
well mines. For the past few months 
some here have been inclined to be a 
little skeptical and said there would 
be no more work done, but if there is 
anything in Tuesday’s meeting at 
Covington it means all they want is 
time to put the kind of mills on the 
grounds they are looking for.
